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Selectmen Reject Meeting 
On Gypsy Moth Problem 


The prospects for a special town meet- 
ing to deal with the gypsy moth caterpillar 
dimmed a bit this week, when the select- 
men rejected as incomplete a petition to 
call a meeting. 

And the Board of Health's gypsy moth 
subcommittee decided to recommend 
against aerial spraying to combat the pro- 
lific caterpillars, another blow to towns- 
people who hope to see funds appropriated 
for spraying next spring. 

Voting unanimously against a citizens’ 
petition to call a special town meeting this 
fall, the selectmen Monday night called 
the petition ‘‘defective’’ because it did not 
specify how much money would be appro- 
priated for spraying, and what chemical 
agent would be sprayed 

The petition, signed by 246 residents, 
asked only that a town meeting be called

‘I wonder if (the citizens) would have 
signed this petition if they knew the 
amount (of funds needed to spray),’’ Se- 
lectman Donn Byrne said, adding that the 
petitioners ‘‘should have put the money in 
It is not appropriate for a town board to 
insert the money.

Oceans — the next century’s potential food source 
are the subject of popular but rigorous courses entitled 
‘Oceanography’ and ‘Marine Biology’ at Andover 
High School. 

Instructor Jerry Lake is now in his ninth year of 
teaching the course, which traditionally involves an 
oceanographic field study, as well as the more tradi- 
tional laboratory and classroom work. The course 
grew out of Lake’s interest in and practical experience 
with the sea, combined with the increased interest in 
ecology of the late 1960s and early 1970s. Encourage- 
ment from former Science Department Head Arthur 
Danforth provided the final impetus for establishment 
of the course 

Beginning in 1972, a small group of students met 
with Lake during lunch periods on an informa! basis to 
plan weekly fieid studies and to receive basic instruc- 
tion in oceanography. The first year’s experience led 
students to request a formal course offering the fol- 
lowing year. Response to this formal offering was 
verwhelming. One hundred and seventy students, of 
whom only 100 could be accommodated, requested the

and built by previous generations of students. 

The field study this year was held in Gloucester 
Harbor, which is at this juncture an interesting area 
for ecological studies. Raw sewage is currently being 
discharged into the harbor, explained Lake, but this 
practice will soon be stopped upon completion of a new 
treatment plant. The data gathered on the Oct. 13, 14 
and 15 expeditions can later be compared to data 
gathered by future students when the treatment plant 
is completed. The field study, which is actually a true 
scientific expedition, involves sampling of water and 
bottom samples at nine selected locations in the inner 
and outer harbor at Gloucester. Samples of water and 
marine life gathered during the study are taken back 
to the laboratory at Andover High, and are used 
throughout the year 

Despite Lake’s deemphasis of the purely scientific 
aspects of the course, students bring to the course an 
impressive body of scientific skills, which are sharp- 
ened as the year progresses. Most of the students have 
had biology and chemistry, and many have had physics 
or are taking it concurrently with the oceanography- 
marine biology course. Students find their maintained 
science background essential for calculating their 
approximate position on the ocean (triangulation 
Physics and math are needed in calculations made in 
the course of the analysis of seawater samples. Lake 
feels that the concept of ‘‘normal error’ in scientific 
calculations is one of the most important learnings 
which arise from these activitieks. Frequently, says 
Lake, students will distrust their own calculations 
made by electronic data gathering devices, although 
such discrepancies are quite common in many actual 
scientific situations. Important also is the chance to 
use in a practical fashion the math and science skills 
which these students have been learning throughout 
their ‘school careers

learn the need for organization and precision in the 
gathering and recording of data. Lake also notes the 
dramatic change in the student’s relationship to him 
and to each other which occurs after the Octover field 
experience. Lake attributes this to the fact that while 
on the field experience, students and instructor must 
function as a team against a potentially dangerous 
environment—the sea. 

Students also must scan publications such as the 
New York Times which frequently carry articles 
which touch on many of the issues discussed in the 
course. They are responsible for weekly presentations 
to the entire class of the substance of these articles, as 
a way of making students aware that what they are 
learning on the theoretical level will be continuously 
useful to them as adults 

The popularity of the course is attested to by the 
continuing high enrollment, which usually is enough to 
fill five sections. Although the first half of the course— 
oceanography—may be taken separately, almost all of 
the students continue on to the marine biology phase 
during the second semester

for them,’’ Susan Poore explained 
Outlining their objections to the petition 
presented to them last month, the select- 


men said that in addition to omitting the 
amount of funds to be appropriated and 
the chemical to be used, it limited the 


options to aerial spraying; did not indicate 
how funds for spraying would be raised; 
and did not explain that the board of health 
must ‘approve plans for spraying (for ex- 
ample, watershed areas cannot be 
sprayed ) 


The question of how the town would deal 
with residents who might not want their 
land sprayed, if town meeting were to 
decide in favor of aerial spraying, i§ an- 
other “important issue that needs to be 
resolved before town meeting,’ Poore 
added.

Chairman Norma Gammon wondered if 
there would still be time to call a special 
meeting this year and appropriate the

The timing would be ‘‘tight,’’ the acting 
manager told her 


The timing problem was what prompted 
Doreen Correnti of Tilton Lane to start the 
petition drive before the funds needed and 
best chemical to use had been determined, 
Correnti said Tuesday morning 


‘‘We went ahead and got the signatures, 
on whether to spray or not to spray, just so 
it wouldn’t be too late to have a meeting,”’ 
she explained. ‘‘There is not that much 
time left before the holidays.” 


Disappointed by the selectmen’s vote 
against her petition, Correnti said she had 
been assured by ‘‘people familiar with” 
the mechanics of town meeting that her 
petition was proper. ‘‘I don’t understand, ’’ 
she said of the selectmen’s action. 


Correnti was not yet sure what her next 
step would be, but she indicated she was 
not ready to give up hope of spraying. 

“T don’t think this is something that 
should be left to nature,’’ she said. “‘There 
are areas of town that will be hit very hard 
next year, and the year afer that.” 

10514601Correnti met another obstacle 
Monday night when the board of health’s 
gypsy moth subcommittee — of which she 
is a member — recommended to the full 
board that spraying would not be the 
town’s best alternative 

With the only objection coming from 
Correnti, the seven-member subcommit- 
tee found that spraying would not benefit 
the town greatly enough to justify the time 
and money it would cost, Health Director 
Everett J. Penney, Jr. explained. 

“The committee found that there are no 
demonstrable adverse health effetts from 
either the gypsy moth caterpillar or the 
chemical agents used to control the infes- 
tation,’’ Penney said. 

However, if town meeting chose to 
spray, the committee would recommend 
using the chemical carbaryl, known by the 
brand name ‘‘Sevin’’, he added. ;

Sevin has been found to be more effec- 
tive than the agent Bt and is far less 
expensive, Penney explained 

Using Sevin, it would cost $10 to $12 per 
acre to spray the town, at a cost of ‘‘sub- 
stantially more than $300,000,’’ he indi- 
cated. (It would cost about $40 per acre to 
spray with Bt.) And there now appears to 
be very little chance that federal or state 
funds would be available to help foot the 
bill 

The board of health will now summarize 
the subcommittee’s findings to present to 
the selectmen and Finance Committee, 
Penney said; those boards would use the 
report as a basis for their stand on the 
issue at a special town meeting 

Correnti maintained that the subcom- 
mittee was originally formed to help 
townspeople draw up a warrant article for 
a special town meeting — but Penney said 
she could not count on the subcommittee 
to help her write a new warrant article. 


‘‘That was never the intent or function 
of the committee — the board of health 
didn’t want that,” he said. ‘‘We are not in 
the business of drawing up articles.”

Reagan 
Proposal 


Alarming 


President Reagan’s proposal to cut federal revenue 
sharing by 12 percent — and possibly eliminate the 
funding altogether by the federal fiscal year 1984 —has 
alarmed municipal administrators, the acting town 
manager told the selectmen Monday night 

A proposed 12 percent cutback for fiscal 1982, to be 
followed by another cut at least as large in fiscal '83, 
would mean a $100,000 loss to Andover’s fiscal '83 
budget, acting Manager Tony Torrisi said. The town 
receives about $470,000 per year under the federal 
program. 

The cutbacks could mean a loss of $300,000 in And- 
over's fiscal "84 budget, he added. 

‘We are getting hit from so many different areas, 
that this is something we can ill afford to stand idly by 
and watch occur at the federal level,” Torrisi told the 
board, referring to recent federal cuts in state aid and 
budget ‘‘pressures”’ at the state level. 

Congress is currently considering the cuts, and Tor- 
risi said the Municipal Finance Officers Association 
recommends that local officals write their Congress- 
men, urging them not to cut revenue sharing. The 
program has been level-funded since its inception in 

1972, he noted. 

Selectman Donn Byrne moved to adopt that sugges- 
tion. ‘I would be very, very unhappy if this were to 
~occur,”’ he said, explaining that the federal funds are 
used to offset the Police Department budget. 

The board approved the motion on a three-zero vote; 
Selectmen Susan Poore and Edward Harris passed on 
the vote without comment. 


The MFOA has pointed out that during his election 
Campaign, Reagan pledged to support the federal 
revenue sharing program because it is ‘‘the only feder- 
al program which returns tax revenues back to local 
communities, leaving to those communities the deci- 
Sion as to how to best spend the money.”’ 


The Electric Power Research Insitutue reports that 
in 1980 there were 236 utilities—an increase of 31 
percent over 1979—working on 839 energy projects.

West Parish church elders, in letters to local news

Church representatives added that they were ‘‘sha- 
ken by the apparent lack of vigorous action being taken 
to resolve the crime by our local officials and by the 
complacency with which the local media have reac- 
ted 

Appearing before the selectmen during a recent 
meeting, the West Parish elders urged the board to 
speak out against the incident 

In response, the selectmen Monday night unani- 
mously approved a written resolution condemning the 
cross-burning 

According to the resolution, written by Selectman 
Edward Harris, there are ‘increasing manifestations 

f racial hatred in our town.”’ 

Such manifestations are ‘‘not only illegal but en- 
tirely foreign to the feelings of a majority of the 
inhabitants of the town who support peaceful relations 
among the people of various ethnic origins now found 
in the Greater Lawrence area,’’ the resolution states 

The statement cites two examples of ‘‘racial har- 
mony’’ found in Andover’s history: the establishment 
of an ‘‘underground railroad’’ station in town to help 
runaway slaves escape during pre-Civil War days, and 
the “philosophy taught by the Andover Theological 
Seminary’. 

West Parish church elders last month also appealed 
to the School Committee to take a stand against the 
cross-burning 

Chairman Joseph Finn said that while the schoolmen 
deplored the incident as individuals, and agreed with 
the church that it ‘casts a shadow over Andover’ 
they did not believe it was their role to ‘‘start speaking 
out on such issues.’

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Passaic, N.J. Manager Assumes 
Andover Post By January 1 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Andover’s new town manager, Passaic, 
N.J. City Manager Kenneth R. Mahoney, 
45, will move into his Town Hall office by 
the first of the year, but townspeople may 
have a chance to meet him during a spe- 
cial town meeting early next month. 

Selectmen decided Mahoney, one of two 
finalists for the position, was their man 
last Wednesday night, after interviewing 
him last Tuesday. Mahoney returned to 
town Saturday morning to finish negotiat- 
ing his five-year contract, which he and 
the board then “‘initialed,”’ selectmen 
said 

The agreement became official Monday 
night, when the selectmen voted unani- 
mously to hire Mahoney at an annual sala- 
ry of $42,500 

‘The board is very excited. It has been a 
very, tough four to six months for this 
board,’ Chairman Norma Gammon said, 
referring to the problems the selectmen 
encountered in hiring a new manager. 
Forced to release candidates’ names un- 
der court order, the board saw several 
candidates withdraw from the running. 

“The chemistry was right,’’ the new 
manager said of the selectmen during an 
interview at Town Hall Saturday. “The 
board appears to know where they're 
going, and where they want to go.” 

The selectmen were pleased that Maho- 
ney said he planned to fulfill his five-year 
contract — even though studies show most 
municipal managers move along after less 
than three years. ‘‘We were looking for 
stability,’ Selectman Susan Poore ex- 
plained. 

Mahoney, dressed informally Saturday 
in a pullover sweater, is a large man with 
a serious manner, dark-haired and deep- 
voiced. Working with people is his special- 
ty, he said, from town officials to towns- 
people to staffers. 

‘‘My concentration is on people — I like 
to work with people,’’ he explained. ‘‘Poli- 
tics is people, administration is people, 
towns are people. The electorate is in a 
community because it reflects their aspi- 
rations,’ he added. ‘‘If you can’t commu- 


nicate with people, you can’t fulfill those 
expectations.’ 
He is ‘‘delighted with Andover, 


” Maho- 


ney said, with ‘‘the size, the nature, the 
economics of the community.’’ 

The town’s ‘‘systems are pretty well 
functioning,’ he noted, citing ‘‘all sorts of 
different types of housing, good clean in- 
dustry, good schools, a solid tax*base, 
involved people, good management, good 
political leadership.”’ 

(Referring to the town’s ‘‘good manage- 
ment,’’ Mahoney said former Town Man- 
ager Jared S.A. Clark, who resigned in 
June, is an acquaintance ‘‘from New Jer- 
sey days, and I respect him highly.’’) 

The new manager may make his first 
public appearance during a special town 
meeting on gypsy moth spraying, which 
could be held in early December. It would 
be Mahoney’s first exposure to the town 
meeting form of government, and he 
seemed intrigued by the prospect 

Mahoney would not take an active part 
in that meeting, however: He’ll take up 
his official duties by Jan. 1, until then 
traveling ‘‘back and forth’ from New Jer- 
sey to get a head start on understanding 
local issues. 

The city of Passaic, where he has been 
city administrator since September, 1977, 
has a population of 55,000 (‘16,000 per 
square mile’’), 600 employees, ‘‘deterio- 
rating mill buildings, and tremendous 
hardships,’’ Mahoney said 

With a minority community of 60 per- 
cent, and with 62 percent of itgnon-white 
teenagers unemployed, Passaic was the 
scene of the first racial riots of the ’60s. 
Today, the city has problems with toxic 
waste, budgets, schools — ‘‘very real, 
intense problems.” 

From this ‘‘hard city, a tough city, a city 
of conflict’’, what does the administrator 
bring to the tranquil town of Andover? His 
skill with people would be useful any- 
where, Mahoney pointed out, but he added 
that Passaic is the only central city he has 


managed 
“I’ve been mostly in suburban set- 
tings,’ including Wayne, N.J., where he 


was township administrator from 1971 to 
1973; and Brown Deer, Wis., where he was 
village manager from 1973 until 1975. He

Expulsion Still A Good Alternative 


It is pleasing to see the school administration and 
committee making every effort to develop a response to 
a continuing, serious problem- - -drug and alcohol abuse 
by students. 

The administration has been working on a new policy 
and submitted it to the school committee for consider- 
ation last week. 

Basically, the policy allows for some counselling on 
the part of the school to assist the student, or to get at 
the problem. The new policy does not provide for auto- 
matic expulsion, but allows the student to return to the 
classroom, under certain conditions on probation and in 
other cases on probation with counselling. 

School committee members were impressed with the 
proposed policy, with a general underlying feeling that 
there still should be some ‘‘fear of God,’’ in the basic 
handJing of those abusing drugs and alcohol. 

The tendency generally would be to agree with that 
feeling. 

There really is nothing wrong with expulsion as a 
necessary alternative, other than the fact that there is 
no assistance provided the abuser. 

It provides to that person who has been found in 
violation of laws and policy simply an opportunity to 
miss school. 

THe new policy, it is to be hoped, will provide an 
opportunity to get help to the abuser, without the stu- 
dent being a disturbing influence in the classroom. 

At the high school level, for instance, there are 1,200 


students pursuing the daily educational routine. It is to 
be anticipated that somewhere along the line there will 
be some who will be apprehended for drug or alcohol 
abuse, sad to say. That these people must be dealt with 
is likewise a fact of life and while fear is a proper 
method of treatment and hopefully a deterrent, it 
should not be the only alternative. 

The new policy will move in the direction of providing 
assistance and even more importantly seeking the un- 
derlying causes of why youngsters turn to such things as 
drugs and alcohol. Unfortunately, it would seem that 
the schools and law enforcement agencies working 
together, must assume a role which for years was 
better placed in the home, but apparently now is 
shunned. 

It is equally unfortunate that the schools must ad- 
dress a problem which apparently will continually be 
with us. 

But Andover administrators are addressing the prob- 
lem in a proper manner, based on the initial presenta- 
tion made last week. There may be some additional 
refinements before final adoption of the policy in Jan- 
uary and implementation in March, which are currently 
the target dates. 

And, before it becomes a final, enforcable document, 
it would seem imperative that expulsion as an alterna- 
tive remain a firm part of that policy, since undoubtedly 
in some cases it will be the only way to deal with the 
problem.

WASHINGTON -- No one 
has been watching the 
American space shuttle pro- 
gram more closely than the 
Russians. The Kremlin 
believes the United States is 
planning to turn the shuttle 
into a space battleship 

The spacecraft was 
designed for peaceful explo- 
ration, but there’s some 
merit in the Soviets’ suspi- 
cions. Pentagon sfrategists 
have developed plans to use 
the shuttle for defense. Here 
are a few examples: 

- The shuttle could carry 
spy satellites into orbit at a 
fraction of what it costs to 
launch the satellites from 
the earth. 

Pentagon researchers 
are developing a star-wars 
ray which could blind enemy 
satellites or knock out 
spaceships. This could be 
installed in a future space 
shuttle. 

- The shuttle could ferry 
small nuclear warheads into 
space and place them stra- 
tegically in orbit. That way, 
the weapons would always 
be ready for instant retalia- 
tion. It would be far cheaper 
than building MX missiles or 
B-1 bombers to carry nucle- 
ar weapons. 

- The space shuttle could 
be used to counter Russia’s 
killer satellites, which have 
already been tested. The 
shuttle could kidnap -- 
spacenap? -- the killer satel- 
lites by literally plucking 
them out of space with a

mechanical arm. Indeed, the 
primary purpose of the sec- 
ond shuttle mission is to give 
astronauts a chance to test 
the shuttle’s cargo-loading 
mechanical arm. 

In fairness, it should be 
said that some top Pentagon 
officials strongly oppose 
militarizing the space shut- 
tle. 

EXCELLENT CHOICE: 
Remember Ernest Lefever? 
He was President Reagan’s 
first nominee to head the 
human rights bureau at the 
State Department. We dug 
up evidence that he was 
poorly qualified for the job. 
There was a Senate investi- 
gation, and Lefever with- 
drew under fire. 

Now the president has 
selected Elliott Abrams for 
the post. After digging into 
his record, we have conclud 
ed he is an excellent choice. 

Abrams is now an assist- 
ant secretary of state, and 
he’s a quietly competent 
diplomat. A search through 
confidential State Depart- 
ment memos and cables 
reveals two incidents that 
illustrate his abilities. 

Last May, the United 
States wound up voting 
against the World Health 
Organization's infant formu- 
la code. Essentially, it was a 
vote against infants and in 
favor of the formula manu- 
facturers. The United States 
was the only developed 
nation that voted against the 
code. It turned out to be an 
embarrassment. 

But confidential docu- 
ments show that Abrams

But Abrams 
was overruled by his superi- 
ors and his quiet diplomacy 
failed at the last minute. 

A similar incident hap- 
pened more recently. 
Abrams urged United 
Nations Ambassador Jeane 
Kirkpatrick not to veto the 


nomination of Tanzania’s 
foreign minister, Salim 
Salim, to be secretary 


general. He was the Third 
World’s candidate 

Intelligence sources had 
reported that the Soviets 
planned to veto Salim. So 
Abrams suggested that 
Kirkpatrick abstain from 
the voting and let the Rus- 
sians take the heat from 
Third World nations. But 
Kirkpatrick ignored 
Abrams 

Hopefully, he will be lis- 
tened to more carefully 
when he becomes the human 
rights chief. 

REQUIEM FOR: A 
WATCHDOG? Congress cre- 
ated the Federal Election 
Commission in 1974 to 
ensure that political cam- 
paigns were honest. But now 
there’s a backstage move in 
Congress to put the election 
watchdogs on a leash. 

The senator behind the 
plot is Roger Jepsen, R- 
lowa, and he has a personal 
bone to pick with the FEC. 

In 1978, the commission 
accused Jepsen of not prop- 
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erly filing financial reports 
from his Senate campaign -- 
a common mistake. But the 
incident generated plenty of 
bad publicity for Jepsen 
back in Iowa. Since then, he 
has been trying to scuttle 
the commission. 

Now, the senator has the 
backing of 15 of his cok 
leagues who also want the 
FEC written out of exis- 
tence. And one of Jepsen’s 
supporters is Sen. Paul 
Laxalt, R-Nev., President 
Reagan’s former campaign 
chairman. 

Incidentally, the FEC is 
still auditing Reagan’s cam- 
paign books.

Goodbye, Super Bowl, and perhaps, goodbye Merri 
mack Valley Football Conference East Division 
championship 

4 conversion pass that fell incomplete late in the 
fourth quarter was the ultimate difference between 
victory and defeat, as the Andover High gridders 
dropped an extremely costly 22-21 decision to fired-up 
Lowell High last Friday night at Cawley Memorial 
Stadium 

It marked the first night football game in AHS 
history and, while it was exciting, it will not go down 
as one of the brighter moments in this roller-coaster 
1981 season 

The loss left Coach Dick Collins’ squad at 5-2-1 
overall, plummeting the Golden Warriors from first to 
fourth place in the airtight MVC East Division race. 

While Andover was being upset by Lowell (5-3-0), the 
three other East challengers were all winning as 
Lawrence (6-1-1) blanked Wilmington, 12-0, Methuen 
(6-2-0) nudged past Billerica, 12-6, and Lawrence Cen- 
tral (6-2-0) routed Greater-Lowell Regional 33-14. 

AHS has just two games remaining to somehow 
climb back to the top, as the locals host Haverhill (1-7- 
0) this Saturday at Lovely Field and travel to Veter- 
ans’ Stadium to battle Central in the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day gare (10 a.m. kickoff). 

As for the Eastern Mass. Division II Super Bow! 
whatever slim hopes the Warriors were harboring flew 
out the window completely with the loss to Lowell. 


Ball Control 


Lowell used a ball-control offense to build a com- 
manding 140 halftime lead, running off 34 plays to 
Andover’s 15 and holding possession for close to 15 of 
the first 20 minutes. 

The winners opened the scoring with a 13-play, 93- 
yard drive in the first quarter, after Tom Wilkins had 
rolled a punt dead at the Lowell seven yard line. 

Senior halfback James Cooper, who carried the ball 
16 times for 104 yards in the first half and finished the 
game with 120 yards on 22 rushes, was the star of the 
march as he carried six times and capped things with a 
four yard burst up the middle for his third touchdown 
of the season. 

Jay Jackson toed the conversion for a 7-0 Lowell 
lead. 

Andover took the ensuing kickoff and mounted a 
drive of its own, but it was short-circuited at the LHS 
nine when Red Raiders’ junior defensive lineman 
Kevin Slattery pounced on a Golden Warriors’ fumble. 

That set the stage for the second lengthy drive, a 14- 
play trek that covered 91 yards. 

The drive ate up over seven minutes of clock time, 
and once again Cooper was the star with eight carries 
for 39 yards. 

Co-Capt. Tim Brown, a recent insertion at fullback, 
scored the TD as he broke a tackle at the line of 
scrimmage and rambled 25 yards to paydirt 

Jackson once again split the uprights with the con- 
version for a 14-0 Lowell halftime cushion.

Sales and profit from operations of The Gillette 
Company in the third quarter of 1981 were virtually 
unchanged from a year ago, but rose for the nine 
months ended Sept. 30. Pretax and net income declined 
for both periods, Colman M. Mockler, Jr., chairman 
and chief executive officer, reports 

Sales and profit from operations for the third quar- 
ter and the nine months reflect the negative impact of 
lower foreign currency exchange rates used to record 
results of certain foreign operations in U.S. dollars. In 
addition, pretax and net income for both periods were 
significantly lowered by net exchange losses attributa- 
ble to balance sheet translation. 

Sales for the three months ended Sept. 30, 1981, were 
$563,209,000 compared with $565,723,000 for the same 
period in 1980. Profit from operations was $70,184,000, 
up 2 percent from $68,909,000 a year earlier. Pretax 
income was $30,865,000, a decrease of 42 percent from 
$53,061,000 in 1980. Consolidated net income was $10,- 
328,000, a decrease of 64 percent from $29,077,000 in the 
same period last year. Earnings per share of $.34 
compared with $.96 a year earlier. 

For the nine months ended Sept. 30, 1981, sales rose 3 
percent to $1,734,608,000, compared with $1,687,127,000 
in 1980. Profit from operations was $233,667 ,000, upe 7 
percent from $218,943,000 the year before. Pretax 
income was $131,533,000, down 25 percent from $175,- 
772,000 for the same period in the prior year. Consol- 


idated net income was $65,809,000, a decrease of 34 
percent from $99,412,000 in 1980. Earnings per share of 
$2.18 compared with $3.29 .the year before. 

The effect of net eXchange losses in the third quar- 
ter, exclusive of the impact of lower rates used in 
reporting operations, was equivalent to 44 cents per 
share, compared with five cents per share in the third 
quarter of 1980. For the nine months, net exchange 
losses were equivalent to $1.25 per share, compared 
with 16 cents per share for the year earlier. If a 
current proposal of the Financial Accounting Stan- 
dards Board is adopted, there would be a positive 
effect on the company’s reported earnings for 1981, 
Since a Major portion of net exchange losses would not 
be charged to income, but would be reflected as an 
adjustment directly to stockholders’ equity 

Sales of Gillette North America in the third quarter 
and for the nine months were above those of the prior 
year, while operating profits were well above those of 
last year in both periods 

Gillette International's sales were moderately lower 
and operating profits were well below the third quar- 
ter of 1980. For the nine months, sales were level with 
and operating profits were moderately above those in 
the same period in 1980.

has also worked as city manager of Gale-

What's more, he brings 
management experience a pretty fair 
amount,’’ Mahoney added. And after 
working aS a manager in four states, he 
has found that ‘‘the common areas are 
much greater than the differences.”’ 

He is not yet versed in the issues facing 
Andover and the state of Massachusetts 
most notably Proposition 24% — but in- 
tends to ‘‘familiarize’’ himself with local 
problems “very quickly,’’ Mahoney said 

He believes managing a tight budget 
may call for dramatic measures. ‘‘It’s 
sometimes necessary to cut out a whole 
program, rather than to emasculate all 
your programs by reducing them all. It’s 
necessary to determine what people 
want.”

He is an advocate of the ‘‘performance

IMPORTANCE OF TITLE SEARCH 


Why is a title search 
so important? The title 
to property represents 
your right, as owner, to 
the free use it (within 
the limitations of laws 
and zoning and perhaps 
the deed itself) — and, 
therefore, also your 
right to sell or mort- 
gage it later. The chief 
purpose of a title search 
is to make sure that the 
title is not ‘‘clouded”’ — 
that no one other than 
the present owner has 
claim against the prop- 
erty. 

A title search is a his- 
tory of the title, show- 
ing former transactions 
affecting the ownership, 
such as existence of 
liens and encum- 
brances. Generally, an 
attorney or title insur- 
ance company searches 
the title. The reason the 


search should be com- 
menced immediately is 
not that it takes such a 
long time but, rather, if 
there are unacceptable 
encumbrances, they 
will have to be cleared 
up before the title can 
be transferred. This 
could take quite a bit of 
time 

But don’t worry un- 
duly. Ordinarily, titles 
are good and marketa- 
ble and so-called 
‘“‘clouds’’ upon them are 
uncommon.

Too Much Service Can Be Irritating 


As hard as it may be to believe, there 
can be such a thing as too much service in 
a restaurant or, more precisely, mis- 
guided service that becomes intrusive 
Good service, in the traditional idiom, 
should be virtually invisible, with cap- 
tains, waiters and busboys at the ready but 
otherwise out of the diner’s consciousness 
if not out of sight 

This is not to say that a dining-room 
staff is made up of nonentities or automa- 
tons. In the best European restaurants 
there is always an exchange of recognition 
and greeting between guest and captain or 
waiter and waitress, some eye-to-eye ex- 
change of mutual respect, acknowledging 
that all are in it together. The best waiters 
and waitresses develop a sixth sense that 
enables them to anticipate a customer’s 
needs and to fulfill them deftly and unobs- 
trusively 

In New York’s more expensive and to- 
nier restaurants, however, there seems to 
be an increasing sense that it is the cus- 
tomer who must adjust to the schedule and 
convenience of the staff, not the other way 
around. If the captain is ready to describe 
the day’s specials or take the order, the 
customer had better be ready, never mind 
the conversation that was under way 
Without so much as an ‘‘excuse me.”’ 
many captains and waiters push their way 
into conversations, certain that their busi- 
ness is far more urgent than yours. If they 

_do not irfterrupt outright, they hover like 

" angels of doom, laying a heavy trip of guilt 
and a sense of urgency on paying guests. 
Nor do they display great patience with 
guests who must deliberate more than a 
few minutes about what they want to eat. 
Waiters, after all, have things to do, so the 
game must be played at their pace 

That feeling is transmitted when one 
guest eats more siowly than others, so that 
the timing of later courses becomes a bit 
tricky. It is not unusual to be made aware 
of an exasperated waiter standing in the 
wings or, worse yet, for him to remove 


empty plates in an attempt to rush guests ° 


who have not finished. 

In a misguided effort to impart a sense 
of service (or perhaps because they are 
Aquarians), some waiters become inces- 
sant water pourers, reaching across tables 
with pitchers every time a sip is taken. 
Others think good service is a matter of 
clean ashtrays and replace them whenev- 
er an ash is flicked. Still others, apparent- 
ly unable to stand seeing a roll with a 
piece out of it, repeatedly replace half- 
eaten ones with whole ones — a practice 
as distracting as wasteful. As the meal 
progresses and an arm darts in and out of 
view, it feels as if one is being waited on 
by an overzealous octopus, albeit with 
cloth-covered tentacles 

Most annoying, no matter how well-in- 
tended, is the apparent notion that guests 
are too inform or incompetent to season 
their food with pepper or mustard, to 
know how much cheese to spoon out of a 
bowl, or to pour oil and vinegar. It would 
seem far better-to put those seasonings on 
the table so guests can ‘‘add to taste,’ as 
the writers of recipes are fond of saying 
No waiter has ever added exactly the right

According to Mark Strong. executive 
secretary of the Massachusetts Restau 
rant Association, the word tips originated 
from the first letters of the phrase, ‘to

amount of any seasoning or sauce for my 
taste, and I invariably wish he would sim- 
ply put the mill, jar or sauceboat on the 
table and go away 

It is of course helpful and often nec- 
essary to have a captain perform the ma- 
jor tableside services — flambeing crepes, 
boning fish, tossing fettuccine with cream 
and cheese — but seasoning, it would 
seem, is best left to the eater. If that 
means more service ware, so be it 

Though the display of a beautifully pre- 
pared dish before it is served is tradition- 
al, members of a well-trained dining-room 
staff should be able to sense when the 
action will break the tone of a conversa- 
tion. People who are interested in food 
will usually pause to look; those more

Kreul's statement is based on a recently 
ompieted study evaluating tne 
namics of home vs. restaurant dining com 
missioned by the Time Out Institute 

One role most women continue to dom 
nate is that of meal planner-preparer with 
total food budgeting and expenditure re 
sponsibilities. “‘We wanted to know if 
making a meal from scratch was still the 
most economical and practical means of 
feeding her family."’ commented Kreul 

So many aspects of women’s lives and 
family structure have changed, we felt 
certain traditional meal economics may 
well have changed also.’ 

Kreul’s assumption proved correct. His 
study compared eight different dining sit- 
uations for both sandwich and fried chick- 
en meal prepared at home and purchased 
by four different sized families. Every 
attempt was made to duplicate the restau- 


clearly shows that a restaurant s ability to 
inexpensively produce a meal at a lower 
init cost is due to the large volume of 
1eals served daily As family sizes de 
crease, that restaurant economy of scale 
naturally makes it far more expensive for 
the home chef to produce a low-unit cost 
meal.’

Kreul's study disproved the common 
assumption

which compared raw food costs of a ham 
burger meal at home with the same 
meal’s menu price in a fast food restau 
rant.

Managing

At least 80 percent of the drinking 
water produced by most American 
communities is not used for drinking 
at all.

Health food buffs, vegetari- 
ans and advocates of macrobiotic diets 
were way ahead of French chefs in serving 
Chinese and Japanese vegetables that 
were barely cooked, little meat and a 
combination of European and Oriental 
ingredients, seasonings and cooking tech- 
niques in devising a new cuisine. 

As it is reported to be losing its fashion 
leadership in the world, so France may be 
falling back as a gastronomic trend-setter. 
Store buyers report that the French label 
on a can or package no longer automat- 
ically assures success, and among fashion- 
able eaters, as among fashionable 
dressers, the influences of Italy and the 
United States are becoming more impor- 
tant, more in tune with the contemporary 
spirit. Many of the most serious eaters 
have been heard to say that Far Eastern 
cuisines offer richer esthetic rewards than 
the French.

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Food Service Industry Has Fascinating History 


The history of public eating service is 
probably as ancient as the Old Testament 
which frequently refers to ins 

Restaurant’’ has its origin in the latin 
root word, ‘‘restaurare’’ which means ‘‘to 
restore.”’ In the 16th century, this Latin 
root word was applied to a spicy broth and 
called a ‘restorative beverage.’ Later it 
was applied to other ‘restorative’ foods 
especially gravy, soups, bouillions, and 
similar preparations 

The honor for creating the first ‘bus 
nessmen’s lunch”’ apparently belongs to a 
chap named Segius Locates, a Roman 
inkeeper in 50 B.C. He devised the feature 
for ship brokers who were too busy to go 
home 

Some authorities claim that the ‘‘medi- 
eval’: history of the restaurant industry 
began during the French Revolution in

In ancient times, there were places for 
public eating roughly similar to our res 
taurants. Before the dawn of civilization 
when people began making their homes in 
me place and occasionally traveling away 
from home — as distinguished from no 
mads who had no real homes they 
needed a place to eat and sleep enroute 
Thus early restaurants were usually in 
conjunction with sleeping accommoda- 
tions 

inns. hotels and monasteries of Europe 
served this function up to the 17th century 
Chaucer's Canterbury, pilgrims used to 
gather prior to their journeys to the shrine 
taurants whenever possible 

If you go to another kina of restaurant 
you can always order meat, poultry, or 


fish broiled and ask that your vegetables 
be prepared without butter 

2. Don't pour over the menu 

If you are on a weight reduction pro- 
gram, you know what you can have 

Ask for 1l 

Be cordial to the maitre d’ and send your 
compliments to the chef for helping you 
Stay on your diet 

3. Order a salad or coffee immediately 

Move the basket of rolls to the other side 
of the table 

If you have something to eat that meets 
your diet requirements, and if you are not 
confronted with the temptation to nible, 
you will find it much easier to follow your 
food program 

4. Be the first one in your party to order. 

This avoids the “‘me, too’’ syndrom and 
keeps you away from a major trap 


You've just finished a superb meal in a 
leading Parisian restaurnat. As the obse- 
quious waiter hovers at your right elbow 
and the wine steward smiles encouraging- 
ly on the left, you wonder nervously how 
much of a tip they expect — how much, in 
other words, to enable a dignified retreat 
from the premises 

The question of tips is a touchy one. On 
the one hand, too small a tip may create a 
scene at the worst. At the least there is the 
spectre of an indignant servant in your 
wake 

Then, there is the nightmare when you 
tip someone what you thought was a de- 
cent, but not overgenerous amount for 
some trifling service to have the fellow 
immediately bow down to kiss the shoes, 
or do some equally effusive thing. You 
know you did something wrong as the 
recipient stammers his heartfelt thanks — 
but how much?Then we have a real prob- 
lem. If the service is inadequate and you 
don't want to tip — don't 


Or leave a token tip. Some folks have 
little signs they leave in restaurants and 
hotel rooms thanking the recipient for 
services rendered, and adding ‘‘sorry, but 
tipping is against my principles 

There are pros and cons on this one, and 
i rule of thumb could be based on what 
kind of wages the servant receives. If the 
person works only for tips — and some do, 
then give a tip. If service is excellent, be 
generous. Where a living wage is paid 
anyway, think in terms of how good the 
service was, and tip accordingly. Tips are 
3 way of life in most of the world, and the 
well-greased palm is the one on which the 
system turns. Some balance between no 
tips and too liberal a tip is desired

Waifers around the world expect a tip, 
even if a service charge already has been 
levied on your bill.

It burned down in 1666 and was 
rebuilt as Dolly's Chop House. The later 
gained reknown when ‘Dolly’ introduced 
pretty serving aids instead-of waiters 
Dolly's Chop House was famed for choice 
of beefsteaks and ales, Fielding, Defoe, 
Swift, Dryden, Pope. Gainsborough and 
Handel were steady customers of this 
Chop House 

When coffee was introduced to Europe, 
the restaurant function was taken over by 
coffee houses which were popular in En 
gland from the !7th century on. In France 
the “Cafe (coffee) arose. The first En- 
glish coffee house was in St. Michaels 
Alley, Cornhill, owned by a Greek named 
Pasqua Rosee who was the first to teach 
the method of roasting coffee and to intro- 
duce it in England 

The first public eating place to be desig 
nated as a restaurant was opened in Paris 
in 1975. It was called LeChamp d'‘Oiseau 
and its proprietor was a gentleman called 
Boulanger. Over the doorway was a Latin 
inscription. Venite and me omnes que 
stomacho laboratis et ego restaurabo vos 
— “Come to me all whose stomachs cry 
out in anguish and | shall restore you.”

Wines Of The Chablis Region 


By Terry Robards 


The menu, extracted from a heap of 
memorabilia, was from the Savoy Hotel in 
lOndon, with its crest centered in red at 
the top. It offered several choices, includ 
ing a lobster mousse and lamb chops, plus 
two recommendations for wine. Intended 
to accompany the lamb chops was a Cha- 
teau Mouton Baron Philippe 1967, a Bor 
deaux of good character. But the first was 
more interesting: a Petit Chablis 1970 
intended to complement the lobster 
mousse 


It turned out to be a luscious wine, fruity 
yet dry, with the characteristic earthiness 
of the Chablis area — a flavor that is 
readily identifiable and that bears no simi- 
larity to the wines made in other countries 
that borrow the chablis name 

Not since that day have I encountered a 
Petit Chablis on any restaurant's wine list,

Both indoors and out, the Kingston 
1686 House on Main Street, Kingston, 
N. H. isa handsome mirror of history 

It was built in 1686 as residence for 
the first minister in the town 

The Owners, Nikki and Peter 
Speliotis, are so proud of its roots in 
early Colonial times that they have 
researched the deeds to corroborate 
its authenticity 


Such a large elaborate house was 
rather uncommon in this part of early 
New England 

Its architecture and history first at- 
tracted Nikki and Peter. They ap- 
preciated the charm of the old

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Route 111 (Main Street) Kingston, New Hampshire — Telephone For Reservations (603) 642-3637

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nor have I seen one in a store in a number 
of years. Has Petit Chablis disappeared as 
a French appellation? Do consumers no 
longer have the option to order the least 
expensive genuine Chablis from France 


The questions intrigued me, for my ac 
quaintance with the wines of Chablis, the 
northernmost outpost of the French Bur 
gundy district, had begun with Petit Chab- 
lis, mainly because it was the least costly 
of the genuine Chablis. Moreover, it was 
usuaily good value for it displayed the 
steely or flinty dryness typical of Chablis 
even if-it lacked the depth and richness of 
others of the name 


To understand what Petit Chablis is 
requires a comprehension of the hierarchy 
of the Chablis district. The greatest are 
the so-called grands crus, or great 
growths, the wines from individual vine- 


kitchen, the elegant architecture of 
the house and converted barn 

When they took it over five years 
ago, both Nikke and Peter wanted to 
keep its decor as close to early 
American and Colonial as possible 

Nikki added her own touches to un- 
derscore the 17th Century atmosphere

Nevertheless, it was genuine 
Chablis and a favorite of budget-conscious 
consumers because it always cost a dollar 
or two a bottle less then regular Chablis 

Abdallah H. Simon, president of the

B. Brody Seating Company, Chicago 
manufacturer of contract dining furniture, 
undertook this survey to obtain a better 
idea of trends in the restaurant industry 
and to garner facts which might be rele 
vant to the design of dining furniture 

The survey was conducted among 200 
members selected at random from the 
National Restaurant Association mem 
bership, with proportional representation 
from all 48 continental states 

Some statistics on respondents 

1. Seventy-four percent characterize 
themselves as family service, medium- 
check, 17% say they're white-cloth, high- 
check types; and 9% say they're fast food 
and carry-out places 

2. The sample says 17% of their reve- 
nues come from breakfast, 30% from lun- 
cheon, and 53% from dinner 

3. The average restaurant in the sample 
redecorates (paints or washes) every 2.5 
years, while itecompletely remodels and 
refurnishes every 5.7 years 

4. The sample says 54% of customers 
prefer to sit in side chairs (not’arms), 30 
like arm chairs, 6% like swivel chairs, and 
10% prefer booths 

Some conclusions 

1. Dining out involved companionship, 
even at breakfast. Most people eat with 
two persons or more: 38% with two mor 
more at breakfast, 48% at lunch, 57% at 
dinner 

2. Most dining patrons (47% to 59% ) 
prefer to sit at tables rather than in booths 
or at the counter 

3, Anywhere from 54% to 61% of diners 
are men 

4. Men spend less time at dinner (1 hour 
35 minutes vs. 1 hour 30 minutes) 
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5. Breakfast averages $1.12 in price 
luncheons $1.70 and dinners $3.95. Lun 
cheons and dinners are higher-priced 
private parties in the same restaurants 
Prices have stayed approximately the 
Same over the past year 

6. Men tip consistently higher than wom 
en: 13% vs. 9% at breakfast, 14% vs. 10% 
at lunch, and 15 vs. 12% at dinner 

7. Tastes in foods vary between men and 
women. At breakfast, over two-thirds of 
men prefer eggs with some form of break 
fast meat (bacon, sausage, ham), while 
almost half of the women prefer rolls or 
toast. At luncheon beef is preferred by the 
men, while the women want salads. At 
dinner, nearly half the men like steak, 
while the same number of women prefer 
seafood 

Men and women see almost eye-to-eye 

on the ordering od dessert; only about a 
quarter to a third do so. Pies are the 
preferred luncheon dessert for those men 
who do order, and they're also the leading 
favorite with women. At dinner, pies lead 
with men, but women prefer ice cream 

9. Where drinks are available, the men 
will outdrink the women: 1.5 vs. 1.1 cock 
tails at lunch, 2.5 vs. 1.5 cocktails at din 
ner 

10. Cash is the preferred method of 
paying for a meal. 95% at breakfast, 89° 
at luncheon, 84% at dinner 

The word ‘‘tips’ is said to have origi 
nated from the first letters of the phrase 

to insure prompt service.’ Since most 
tipping is done after the service has been 
performed, it would appear toreward rath 
er than to insure good service 

But why should tipping be a prerequisite 
for being served promptly and courteous- 
ly? Frankly, I do not think that it is 
Rather, | believe that the custom must 
have originated as a sort of status symbol

For many years, waitresses, waiters, 
bellboys and other service employees in 
many large hotels, restaurants and clubs 
not only worked for their tips, alone but 
actually paid for the privilege of working 
With the advent of the minimum wage 
laws, this custom was abolished. Howev 
er, the minimum rates established by 
these laws for service employees general 
ly are lower than for non-service employ 
ess, thus taking into account the tips 
received by the former 

At least one thing which may be said in 
favor of tipping is that it probably has 
helped more young people to attain a col 
lege or business school education through 
summer employment as waitresses and 
bellboys than by any other form of posi 
tion. For example, it is not unusual for a 
waitress during an eight to ten-week sea 
son to earn from eight hundred to a thou 
sand dollars toward her education, and the 
applications for this type of summer work 
always far outnumber the available posi 
tions
